DEAL OR NO DEAL 

LOTS OF EXCITEMENT NOW THAT GROUPON’S GONE PUBLIC-BUT WILL IT LAST?

Groupon is all about offering discounts to its cus- 
tomers. But on Friday, investors were eager to pay 
a premium for a piece of the company’s first public 
stock offering. 

Shares of the Chicago-based daily deals company 
cebuted on the Nasdaq stock market with a 31 per- 
cent gain, closing at S26.11 after trading as high as 
$31.14. At the end of the day, the company had a mar- 
ket value of Si 7.4 billion, according to Bloomberg. 

Even at the initial price offering of S20 a share, 
Groupon’s valuation of S 12.76 billion put it in rar- 
efied air even for the highflying Internet sector. 
Only Google’s IPO in 2004, which gave the com- 
pany a value of S23.1 billion, ranks higher. 

Groupon sold 35 million shares, raising S700 mil- 


lion in an offering that was seen as a milestone not 
just for the young company but also for its home- 
town and the industry it is credited with inventing. 
'I'he 3-year-old firm started as a business selling a 
deal a day for local merchants such as restaurants 
and spas, and has grown into a global operation 
with more than 10,000 employees and 143 million 
subscribers on its email list. 

The company decided late Thursday to sell more 
shares, adding 5 million to a planned offering of 
30 million shares. Still, this represented just 5.5 per- 
cent of the company, an amount that is unusually 
small for an IPO and which may have exaggerated 
demand for the stock, leading to the pop in share 
price Friday. 

“Without question, going public is a watershed 


moment for a company, for an industry and for a 
city where it doesn’t happen very often,” said Ra- 
man Chadha, a professor and executive director of 
the Coleman Entrepreneurship Center at DePaul 
University. “'ITiere is a chest-thumping factor that 
is inherent to this.” 

Of course, early excitement about a stock hasn’t 
always lasted, especially in the volatile technology 
sector. Online radio service Pandora Media, which 
went public in June, is trading below its IPO price. 
And after the initial hype surrounding Groupon’s 
offering dies down, the company still faces ques- 
tions about whether it can become profitable and 
keep ahead of its rivals, a group that includes hun- 
dreds of copycats as well as industry titans such as 
Google and Amazon.

Web Is watching city traffic jams

The Chicago Department ofTransportation 
is building a new website that offers an array 
of traffic information on 300 miles of arterial 
streets city-wide. 

A beta test version of the Chicago Traf- 
fic Tracker map is at chicagotraffictracker. 
com. 

The tracker, which allows users to custom- 
ize a search for specific intersections, dis- 
plays real-time congestion and travel speed 
data on the principal arterial streets in Chi- 
cago neighborhoods, from light (traffic mov- 
ing over 20 mph) to heavy (traffic below 10 


HOW DOES IT WORK? 

The tollway uses data culled from l-PASS 
toll-collection transponders to gauge 
travel times, while the Illinois Department 
of Transportation relies on loops burled 
in pavement and roadside monitors to 
measure traffic flow. CDOT will try a differ- 
ent strategy, using real-time CTA bus data, 
which Is based on GPS tracking 


mph), using color codes ranging from shades 
of green to yellow and red. Speed is estimat- 
ed in half-mile segments for each direction 


of travel, officials said. The speed limit is 30 
mph on most of the artcriab. 

A drop-down list allows users to pick an 
arterial and a major cross-street; the map rc^ 
freshes to show conditions at that location 
and the image can be zoomed in or zoomed 
out. Users abo can select a landmark, includ- 
ing City Hall, O’Harc, Midway and Wriglcy 
Field, to get a traffic snapshot. 

“We just put the Traffic Tracker up there 
without fanfare and to see who noticed it,’’ 
Chicago Transportation Commissioner 
Gabc Klein said Friday. “We are continuing 
to build it.”

NEW YORK Andy Rooney the curmud- 
geonly commentator who pondered 
everything from shoelaces to the existence 
of God on CBS’s “6o Minutes” news show for 
more than 30 years, died Friday night at the 
age of 92, CBS said. 

Rooney, a four-time Emmy winner, died 
one month after he had signed off from “60 
Minutes” in October, concluding a 33-ycar 
run. A statement on CBS News’ website said 
he died in a New York hospital of complica- 
tions following minor surgery 

Rooney was a fixture on Sunday night TV, 
closing out the “^60 Minutes” broadcast with 
a short rant in his Few Minutes With Andy 
Rooney” segment. Sitting in his cluttered of- 
fice at a desk he made himself, Rooney de- 
livered more than 1,000 such essays, holding 
hold forth on a range of topics of varying de- 
grees of relevance* 

Adjectives like crusty cranky and crabby 
frequently were attached to Rooney as he 
took critical looks at topics such as breakfast 
cereals or salad dressing, often with the over- 
riding sentiment that things just weren’t as 
good as they used to be. 

But, peering out from under his bushy 
white eyebrows, Rooney also analyzed presi- 
dents, critiqued the Iraq war and considered 
North Korea’s nuclear threat. Ilis commen- 
taries won three Emmy Awards. 

^'Underneath that gruff exterior, was a 
prickly interior ,*, and deeper down was a 
sweet and gentle man, a patriot with a love of 
all things American, like good bourbon and a 
delicious hatred for prejudice and hypocrisy,” 
%o Minutes” colleague Morley Safer said in a 
statement* 

Rooney was a TV writer and producer ear- 
lier in his career and preferred to think of 
himself as a writer who appeared on TV FIc 
joined CBS in 1949 as a writer for the popu- 
lar ^'Arthur Godfrey’s Talent Scouts” show and 
later worked on ^The Garry Moore Show.” 

Rooney joined'^ 60 Minutes” dunng its first 
season in 1968, and 10 years later his commen- 
taries became a regular feature*
